SATURDAY'S WASHINGTON POST (JUNE 17) INCLUDED THE FOLLOWING 
ARTICLE WHICH CITES NEWSDAY AS THESOURCE.WE UNDERSTAND 
IT RESULTED FROM INTERVIEW KALMANOWITCH GAVE TO NEWSDAY 
PRIOR TO HIS DEPARTURE FROM NEW YORK LAST WEEK. 

BEGIN TEXT: 

"EAST GERMAN ATTORNEY WOLFGANG VOGEL HAS SUGGESTED A 
POSSIBLE EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS INVOLVING THE RUSSIAN- JEWISH DIS- 
SIDENT ANATOLY SHCHARANSKIY FOR TWO RUSSIANS ARRESTED LAST 
MONTH AS SPIES, IT WAS LEARNED THIS WEEK. 

VOGEL’S OFFER REPORTEDLY WAS PASSED ON TO REP. BENJAMIN 
GILMAN (D-NY) ON SUNDAY NIGHT AT A MEETING AT THE HOME OF 
RABBI RONNIE GREENWALD IN MONSEY, N.Y. 
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GREENWALD MET WITH VOGEL IN EAST GERMANY LAST WEEK, TOGETHER 
WITH SHANTAI KALMANOWITCH, AN ISRAELI, AS PART OF ONGOING 
NEGOTIATIONS THAT INVOLVED THE EXCHANGE OF THREE PRISONERS HE 
IN MOZAMBIQUE, EAST GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES. 

KALMANWITCH AND GILMAN WERE UNAVAILABLE FOR COMMENT ABOUT 
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THE MEETING, AND GREENWALD DECLINED TO COMMENT. 

SHCHARANSKIY, A MAJOR FIGURE IN THE GROUP OF DISSIDENTS 
CRITICIZING SOVIET COMPLIANCE WITH THE HELSINKI HUMAN 
RIGHTS ACCORD WAS ARRESTED LAST YEAR AND HELD IN- 
COMMUNICADO, CHARGED WITH BEING A U.S. SPY. 

THE TWO RUSSIANS, VALDIK ENGER AND RUDOLPH CHERNAYEV, 

WERE ARRESTED MAY 20 FOR PASSING U.S. NAVY SECRETS TO 
THE RUSSIANS. THEY ARE BEING HELD FOR PROSECUTION. 

WHETHER THE UNITED STATES WOULD AGREE TO SUCH AN EXCHANGE 
APPEARED QUESTIONABLE. AN ADMINISTRATION SOURCE POINTED 
OUT THAT PRESIDENT CARTER HAD GONE ON RECORD AS DENYING 
CATEGORICALLY THAT SHCHARANSKIY WAS A CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE 
AGENCY SPY. SHCHARANSKIY'S CHIEF ACCUSER IS HIS FORMER 
ROOMMATE, SANYA LIPAVSKY, A JEWISH DOCTOR, WHO HAS 
ACCUSED SHCHARANSKIY OF BEING A CIA AGENT, THE SOURCE 
POINTED OUT. 

LIPAVSKY, THE U.S. GOVERNMENT NOW ACKNOWLEDGES, WORKED 
FOR THE CIA AS A "WALK-IN" WHO PRESENTED HIMSELF AND 
VOLUNTEERED TO PROVIDE INFORMATION TO THE AGENCY. 

"THE U.S. MUST BE EXTRA-CAREFUL TO AVOID GIVING ANY 
SIGNAL THAT SHCHARANSKIY IS, IN FACT. A SPY," THE 
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SOURCE SAID. TRADING SHCHARANSKIY FOR TWO ACCUSED RUSSIAN 
SPIES THE SOURCE SAID MIGHT APPEAR TO GIVE CREDENCE TO 
RUSSIA'S CHARGE THAT SHCHARANSKIY WAS A SPY" END TEXT. 
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
